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SOVEREIGNTY 

There seems to be'a probability that 
it will become necessary for the people 
of British Columbia to consider .vhat 
sovereignty implies. Blacltstone says 
of Parliament, which means In this 
case tho Commons, Lords and King, 
that "it can do everything that Is not 

■ naturally impossible." Hence to claim 
that there may be two sovereign pow- 
ers In the same country is equivalent 
to saying that two solid bodies can 
occupy the same place, which we know- 
is absurd. Says Sir George Cornowall 
Lewis: "It is an error to suppose that 
a sovereign government is subject to 
any other than moral restraints and 
that it does not possess an absolute 
and despotic power." He also says 
that it is absurd to deny to a sover- 
eign government the right to do any 
act, no matter how unjust or cruel it 
may be. To say that a sovereign gov- 
ernment has not the right to do any- 
thing means nothing more "than that 
in the writer's or speaker's opinion 
it ought not to do the act." A little 
consideration will show that unless 
this absolute and unqualified power 
rests somewhere, conditions may arise 
when the functions of government 
could not be discharged and the result 
would be social chaos, 

■ Parliament is sovereign throughout 
•the British Empire, that is over all 
lands, whether occupied or unoccupied, 
included within the limits o'f the areas 
over which the King exercises domin- 
ion. This sovereign power has been 
delegated by various statutes and .pro- 
clamations to certain subordinate gov- 
ernments and in some cases to indi- 
viduals; but whether the jurisdiction 
is exercised at Westminster, Ottawa, 
or Victoria, it is a sovereign jurisdic- 
tion, absolute, despotic and without 
other' limitations than those which are 
set by insurmountable physical condi- 
tions. Note that we are not now speak- 
ing; of the power of tlie'sovereign, but of 
the sovereign power, between which 
there is an exceedingly broad distinc- 
tion. All lands within the British Em- 
pire are "crown land" unless the Crown 
has parted with them to private persons. 
All lands within the Empire, whether 
acquired by discovery, settlement, con- 
quest, treaty! or occupation, are the 
property of the Crown, which in this 
respect is construed to hold them In 
trust for the public benefit. When the 
sovereign power thus acquiring terri- 
tory permits those already in posses- 
sion of any part of it to remain in 
possession, the permission is either gra- 
tia or the result of special stipulations. 
Therefore the fundamental fallacy in 
tho claim preferred on the. part of 
certain Indians 'is that the sovereign 
power has no right to the land without 

. the assent of the Indians, whereas it 
is the other way about, and the In- 
dians have no night to the land with- 
out the assent of the sovereign power 
that has taken possession of it. We are 
not discussing the moral consideration 
that may be involved in any particu- 
lar case, for sovereignly is of neces- 
sity unmoral, it is not governed by 
laws. It makes or unmakes laws as 
suits its-own purposes. This may seem 
cold-blooded, but it is the fundamental 
principle 'lA' national existence. 

G£6ti'iis\ trie greatest' of all authori- 
ties on international law, says that 
"usucapion or prescription cannot 
exist between independent states or 
sdvereigni:," by w'hich we are to un- 
derstand -'that no "matter how long a 
people j may. have been. In possession 
or enjoyed .,the use of any piece of ter- 
ritory,, Jtheir rights are extinguished as 
soon as the, territory passes under tho 
control "of 'a" new sovereignty. He 
.says that individuals are not necessar- 
ily 'divested of -property that they had 
in '-their individual possession by a 
change, of sovereignty, but he adds 
thatHhey will be divested of what they 
holdJn.a public capacity. Clearly this 
doctrine is fatal to the contention that 
tribal rights in land can survive the 
installation of a new sovereignty. 

The British Crown did not acquire j 
sovereignty over British Columbia by | 
discovery or by treaty; but in pari 
"by settlement and In part by occup- 
ancy. The acquisition of that sover- 
eignty extinguished ipso facto every 
right or claim that may have been 
hold or enjoyed by present occupation 
or immemorial possession by any 
other sovereignty, peoplq or tribe. This 
is no new principle, It is a* old as 
history itself. Upon it the title to 
every foot of land In the Uuited King- 
dom is based. It is a principle that is 
absolutely essential to the existence 
of n nation. 

The conclusion of the argument is 
that tho sovereign power, which for 
tho purpose of administration Is, so 
far us crown lands are concerned, 
vested in the provincial legislature, 

» 



has control over ungranted lands 
within the province, absolutely, des: 
potlcally and without any limitation 
whatever except such as may ariso 
from physical conditions. This is tho 
law. What obligation justice and hu- 
manity impose upon tho sovereign 
power is another question. 

TRADE RELATIONS 

The London Morning Post com- 
plains that there Is "no link between 
tho fiscal system of Canada and that 
of this country, such as might render 
the one in any way dependent upon 
the other." Bater in the same article 
It snys that "no common Interest ex- 
isted except that of sentiment," this 
statement being made In connection 
with the negotiations between Can- 
ada and the United Slates in respect 
to the application of tl-.e minimum 
tariff of the latter country to the for- 
mer. It would be interesting to bo 
told just what is meant by tills. If 
the Morning Post is only aiming at 
making political capital against the 
Asqulth Government, we -can Imagine 
why It should speak as it does, for it 
lias, come about that, so long as a 
point can be scored against a political 
opponent, it does not matter much 
how it is done; but If such statements 
are Intended for colonial consumption 
they ought to be a little more spe- 
clflc, that Is if they represent any- 
thing hut the casual thoughts of a 
leader-writer seeking to fill space. 

If it is ground of regret that there 
is no fiscal link between the systems 
of the United Kingdom and Canada, 
the Inference would logically seem to 
1)0 that it is desirable that some such 
link should be established. If the 
tie of sentiment is not strong enough 
to keep the Empire intact, we sup- 
pose that some stronger tie must be 
established if one can be devised. For 
a hundred years the Empire has been 
kept together by sentiment, and most 
of us in the over-seas Dominions 
think it is more strongly cemented 
than ever. We may favor such fis- 
cal changes as will tend to the de- 
velopment of inter-Imperial trade; 
but most of us decline to look upon 
trade as a substitute for sentiment. 
Let no means be left untried where- 
by mutual interests between the, sev- 
eral parts" of ' the Empire can be in- 
creased and strengthened. If it meets 
the wishes, of the people of the United 
Kingdom to give a preference to Can- 
adian wheat, for example, the people - 
of Canada will be very greatly pleas- 
ed, but the favor must come not as a 
sop to Canadian loyalty to the Em- 
pire, but because it is- thought to be 
in tho common Interest that such an 
exception should be made in any tar- 
iff that the United. Kingdom, may 
adopt. Ave do not for a moment de- 
ny that if the BnTfed' Kingdom" ;de- 
ter.mines^to .piace .a. duty -on all; ivJieat 
except that imported from places 
within the Empire, the sentiment 
which makes for Imperial solidarity 
will be strengthened in the over-seas 
Dominions; the point upon which we' 
are not so clear is as to whether that 
sentiment will be strengthened in the 
United Kingdom. If there Is to be 
such a thing as Imperial loyalty, it 
must be mutual. The danger Is not 
that the over-seas Dominions will 
lose sympathy with the Mother Coun- 
try unless the latter shapes her tariff 
in their interests, but that the people 
of the United Kingdom may think 
loyalty too costly if it must lie pur- 
chased by what may seem to many to 
be domestic taxation. Whatever fis- 
cal policy the people of the Mother 
Country may determine to adopt, it 
'ought to be framed In their own in- 
terests, and the attempt to "link" it 
up with the fiscal policy of the other 
parts of the Empire may lead to fric- 
tion. There is nothing permanent In 
tariffs. They are subject to modifi- 
cations from time to time. They 
vary with changing conditions. To- 
day the United States is a highly pro- 
tected country; but there Is an un- 
mistakable tendency In tin; direction 
of a lowen schedule of duties. The 
Influence of the Orient as an Indus- 
trial factor of world-wide importance 
is just 'beginning to be felt. We em- 
bark upon a sea of uncertainties 
when we seek to discover in customs 
schedules a substitute for the senti- 
ment that has hitherto bound the Brit- 
Ihs Empire together. 

This is not, nor is it intended as, 
an argument against the adoption by 
the .Mother Country and all the over- 
seas Dominions of fiscal policies that 
will promote inter-Imperial trade. It 
is only Intended to lead up to the 
statement thai, if the Empire, is to he 
a permanent thing, there must be fis- 
cal freedom as there is politi- 
cal freedom. The granting of Inter- 
Imperial preferences would lie of 
enormous value, but the grants must 
be voluntary, not a. matter of bar- 
gaining. Canada ought not to seek 
to Interfere with the fiscal freedom 
of Australia, neither should the Do- 
minion and the Commonwealth seek 
to Interfere with the fiscal freedom 
of the United Kingdom, nor she with 
theirs. That much despised factor, 
■-eiiliiiu-.it, if it is permitted to de- 
velop freely, will Influence the sev- 
eral parts of the Empire to so shape 
their fiscal policies' as to make them 
mutually advantageous. The Empire 
is like a huge machine. If we tighten 
It a little too much In any one place 
the bearings may become heated and 
harm may result. The true principle 
of Conservatism in politics Is to 
leave things alone when they nre 
working satisfactorily. Tho political 
mechanism of the Empire 'is working 
as smoothly as anyone can desire. 
Suppose we let It alone and let each 
part of the King's Dominions attend 
to its own fiscal affairs, ordering 



them as suits the best Interests of 
the people of the several parts. Wo 
may make up our minds that it will 
come to that in the end, and that af 
tor wc have all tried our 'prentice 
hands in forging fiscal links, we will 
have at tho end to rely upon ' 
common Interest except sentiment.'

But comparatively few changes were 
made in the assessment roll by the 
municipal court of revision which has 
been sitting for the past two days.

The day is not far distant when a 
handsome pair of horses, hitched to a 
carriage worthy of them, will outclass 
any motor car that ever stirred up the 
dust on a country road.

If there is a part of the world where 
man is born to all kinds of trouble it 
is tho Balkan Mountains. Since a 
time beyond the memory of mankind 
this region has been the scene of all 
kinds of atrocities. Yet now we aro 
told that people livo there longer than 
anywhere else, and the youths of 150 
years are by no means uncommon. 
Possibly the explanation is that Death 
has been satisfied with the manner In 
which the Balkan folk get rid of each 
other and devotes Its attention to 
other fields in consequence. 



Some things have been learned 
about meteorology, but there is a 
great deal yet to be learned. For 
instance, what is the explanation of 
the great difference in temperature 
between the two coasts of North 
America during the past few days? 
Meteorologists may bo able to toll us 
that the difference is due to certain 
atmospheric conditions; but what they 
cannot tell us is the cause of those 
conditions. The movement of the 
earth in its orbit and around its axis 
Is a constant factor. The incidence 
of the sun's rays upon the surface of 
tho earth varies through tho twelve- 
month, but the variation is regular 
and constant. Presumably the 
amount of heat given off by the sun 
is the same every year. Yet out of 
these constant factors there come 
most variable weather conditions. 
Tho explanation of this apparent in- 
consistency would bo interesting, al- 
though it would scarcely be useful, for 
wo could not do anything that would 
make the least difference. 



How iargo does tho sun appoar to 
bo to you when you look at it? Do 
not be afraid to say, for If you choose 
anything between a quarter of a dol- 
lar and a haystack, you will not be 
alone in your estimate. As there is 
nothing with which the sun can In 
fact bo compared, every one is entitled 
to his own idea as to how big it 
looks; but wo can easily get an idea 
of the space it takes up in the Held 
of vision. Take a silver 5-cent piece, 
and holding it between your eyo and 
tho sun, with your arm extended to its 
full length. You will see a rim o'f very 
silvery light around tiie coin, and you 
will be likely to think that the coin 
is Just covering the sun or a little 
less. Then move the coin just a little 
out of range, and you will be surprised 
to see h<5w very much smaller than the 
coin the Sun appears to be. As a 
matter of fact, the apparent diameter 
of tho sun is not more than one-third 
o'f a silver 5-cent piece held at arms 
length. Wo often hear It said of some 
people that a $20 dollar gold piece 
looks bigger in their eyes than all the 
rest of tho world; but this little ex- 
periment shows that a 5-cout pioco 
may look bigger in any body's eyes 
than the 'Sun. By the way, ir you are 
afraid of having your eyes dazzled by 
the Sun, try the above experiment 
with the moon, the result will bo much 
the same.

It Is a pretty walk from St. Bar- 
nabas church, where the pussenger 
leaves the Spring Ridge car Ilnelifor 
the Orphanage, but by no .means a 
smooth one. At first it seems as If the 
city had taken the placo of the great 
oak studded fields so familiar to Vic- 
torians as 'part of the Flnlayson es- 
tate. But after passing the nursery 
with its hawthorn hedge, and a block 
of new houses with the George Jay 
school, now hearing completion, in the 
open space beyond, the wayfarer 
might easily Imagine herself far out in 
the country. Passing through a rough 
rock cutting, tho -fields In which tho 
grass is knee-deep stretch away to the 
•left. A cow contentedly crops the rich 
grass and the little herd-boy can safe- 
ly stretch hlmseW at full length by 
tho roadside, and busy himself with 
his own thoughts and dreams. The 
sweet brier with Its graceful branches 
and delicate blossoms borders . the 
roadside, and 'the leaves of . the poplar 
flutter and' whisper In the breeze. Near 
the brook a frog croaks and on the 
other side a startled brooding bird 
leaves her nest with a sharp cry, 
perching on a bush at a little distance 
and flying quietly back when the dan- 
ger is oover. Tho fragrant white 
clover grows by the roadside and 
near the gate a late broom bush still 
gladdens the eye . with its golden 
bloom. At the etui of the rooky path 
to the Homo a line honeysuckle in 
full blossom frames the doorway and 
a few flowers fill the borders. And 
here, as the visitor pause:: to take 
breath after the steep climb, one i it 
the finest, views of the city may bo 
had. It lies below with the water and 
the mountains in the distance. From 
this point the rapid growth of the 
past year may be noted in the new 
houses, most of them pretty, which 
from all directions are creeping up 
the hill side which so long stood 
alone and tar off. 

The place is still, for it is tho chil- 
dren's supper time, and matron and 
assistants are busy waiting on the 
half tt hundred hungry boys and girls 
who, after a long afternoon's play 
in tho sharp air are not easily satis- 
fied. Out in the yard scores and 
scores of garments on' till sizes are 
fluttering In the wind, showing how 
busy ;t day it has been In the home 
while the children were at school or 
at play. A few minutes of waiting in 
the littlo parlor gives one. time to 
think of former visits, of one dear 
friend far away and of another safe 
from all anxiety -'and'- care in "the 
land o' the leal." » ( 

And then the' matron "with her 
kindly but shrewd Scottish iface arid 
pleasant speech extends a hearty wel- 
come, and almost at the same time 
the merry voices of children and the 
sound of racing .. footsteps tell; that 
supper is over and an interval of play 
has ■ come before the early bed- time 
of the little .folk. 

A peep into the playroom shows one 
little fellow admiring the bright scar- 
let wheelbarrow and another the shin- 
ing shovel a loving grandmother has 
brought them. Thg older children are 
finishing various tusks, the boys as 
well as the girls being taught to keep 
their stockings in repair. And then as 
one goes through tho long well kept 
corridors and tho neat dormitories and 
listens to the stories told of why 
these children aro here, a sense of the 
great loss the little ones have suf- 
fered and of the heaviness of the 
cloud that has darkened their lives, 
lis the heart with pity. Willi this 
comes admiration for the good women 
who now and in the past have striven 
to fill in the lives of the children in 
the Home the places of the mothers 
they have lost and of those kind peo- 
ple who from day to day see that their 
needs are supplied. 

Tomorrow tho Ladies Committee ask 
that the citizens will, aid them in the 
work they have undertaken and that 
all who 1 can will be present to see how- 
it is being done. 

A number of teachers from Great 
Britain have during tin; past «few 
years come to British Columbia.

their children far too much liberty 
and that It is much more difficult to 
preserve discipline In our schools than 
among children from much poorer 
homes in tho old country. 

The Board M Education of England 
has recently issued a report which 
would Indicate that we are not likely 
soon to get many more trained 
teachers from the mother country. In 
the year 190S, ninety-three per cent 
of the graduates from the. Normal 
schools received positions beforo the 
close of the year. As a smaller num- 
ber of pupils have gone Into training 
this year than formerly, it Is feared 
that the schools will suffer for want 
of properly qualified teachers. 

On the other hand, the National 
Teachers' Union complains that the 
profession is overstocked and that 
trained teachers are forced to take 
positions In tea-shops; as cashiers in 
drapery establishments and similar 
employments. The seeming contradic- 
tion between the report of the govern- 
ment which is really the. employer of 
tho teachers and that of the union 
may have an easy explanation. There 
have been, within the last ten years, 
great changes in the demands of 
boards of education in. all parts of 
the Empire, and indeed all over the 
world. To take hut one subject, that 
of drawing. How many excellent 
teachers have found themselves unable 
to comply with the requirements in 
this and allied subjects. It may very 
well be that numbers of union teach- 
ers have "failed to keep pace with the 
modern changes and it is certain that 
many others will have proved failures. 
Those who have been competent und 
progressive aro certain of good posi- 
tions at fair salaries. But in the 
mother country, as in Canada, men 
and women of superior ability and 
good education can make more money 
tit other callings than that of teach- 
ing. This will be the ense until tho 
world learns that the training of the 
young Is the most important business 
of the state and that those to whom 
this work Is entrusted ought to be the 
very highest types of our race. 

If tho following sentence (from the 
speech of a McGill professor Is true 
Canada owes to Earl Grey another 
debt quite as heavy as that which he 
has laid her under by telling British 
capitalists of her vast possibilities. 

"Everybody knows how Earl Grey 
has worked to oppose tho tendencies 
to extravagance and false display on 
the part of our nouveau riche, dis- 
couraging unduly lavish entertaining 
itnd going in for smaller and more 
Intimate social affairs." If Earl and 
Ltuly Grey have shown the people of 
Eastern Canada that simple, friendly 
meetings are possible among the rich 
and titled, <M they have taught that 
money can be better spent than on 
costly dress, extravagant equipages 
and rich food, and that to vie with one 
another in these things- Is a mark of 
vulgarity, they have • demo much for 
the future well being' of the Canadian 
people. Fear is expressed by some 
persons that if . tluv sojdior uncle of 
the king occupies Rldeau Hall this 
fashion of simple living will he dis- 
continued. The Duke ' of Connaught 
will be very unlike his mother, and 
the Princess Louise if lie is extrava- 
gant in his tastes and »"ond of display. 
As "for .his beautiful £aughtc£ she 
might, if site had wished, have long 
ago been surrounded by the pomp and 
ciroums.tahco of a royal court, if ail 
reports be true. And Prince Arthur 
showed himself on his tour through 
Canada, a few years ago, to he a fine 
manly young gentleman, who loved 
good sport and missed no opportunity 
of doing a kindness to any, gentle or 
simple, whom he met. We Canadians 
are so far away from courts that wo 
are inclined to believe that the royal 
family aro singular beings, instead c»f 
being men and women with very much 
the same virtues as well as the same 
failings as ourselves. 

To make themselves .really worthy 
of association with, tho cultured and 
refined owners of the ■ most exalted 
home In the hind .is tin ambition 
worthy of Canadian women. There are 
graces that can only he gained by 
those who have the leisure which Is. 
perhaps, the tnosc coveted gift of 
wealth. But these aro worth little un- 
less they are the ornaments of lov- 
ing hearts and pure, strong natures. 
The women who possess these will be 
admired and loved by tho hardwork- 
ing sisters who must, for generations 
to come, form rhe body of tho woman- 
hood eC Canada.

RENO PREPAR 
FOR THE 



Nevada City Arranging For Ac- 
commodation of the Big 
Heavyweight Battle — Will 
Welcome Jeffries 



RENO, Nov., Wednesday, June 22. — 
Now that it has been definitely set- 
tled that the Jeffries- Johnson battle 
is to be fought hero preparations for 
it aro being prosecuted with tho ut- 
most vigor. The citizens are in high 
fettle over the success In securing 
what will bo a historic event in com- 
petition with Goldfield. All last ev- 
ening a band, reciuestioned by the 
Reno committee, paraded the princi- 
pal street serenading prominent busi- 
nessmen. 

Tho transfer of the fight to this 
city means that the world's cham- 
pionship affair will be a fight to a 
finish. There is no llnp.it In tho sage- 
brush state; The payment of the fee 
of $1,000 carries witli the receipt the 
permission to fight as long as the men 
aro able to stand on their feet. 

The promoters, stung to the extent 
of anywhere from $30,000 to $50,000 
for his California experience must 
make a. desperate effort to break as 
near even as possible on his gate re- 
ceipts, and Reno is tho most accessi- 
ble as well as the largest town In the 
state. 

The sporting men are headed for 
Reno in shoals. Every hotel In the 
town' is besieged. Dwelling houses 
are being rented at fabulous figures, 
for the thrifty citizens, realizing that 
a fat prize has come ashore at their 
very feet, will overlook no chanco to 
collect on the bit of pugilistic jetsam 
which Gov. Gillett's typhoon sent 
ashore. 

If arrangements can be made at this 
late day, Stanley Ketchel and Sam 
Langford will meet in the arena at 
Aeno, or elsewhere, as the case may 
be, on the morning of July 4.

''Leading Member of the Tribe" 
Interviewed by Evening Pa- 
per Denounced by Chief 
Cooper 



That the action of the Songhees In- 
dians with regard to a settlement of the 
reserve question will in no way be af- 
fected by the conference, of Indian chiefs 
In Vancouver, Is the statement of Chief 
Cooper, who has just returned from a 
trip up the island. 

The statement appeared In one of the 
articles in tho evening paper denling 
with tho reserve. Tho leading member 
of tho Songhees tribe, interviewed on 
that occasion, June Gth, was Tom Jones. 
Chief Cooper now makes tho authoritative 
announcement that Tom Jones is not 
oven a member of the tribe. 

His letter follows: 

Sir: — On my return from Cowlchan, 
Where I havo been visiting; for the pnst 
three weeks, my attention has been di- 
rected to an article appearing in tho 
Times of the Gth Inst., containing an In- 
terview with a member of tho Songhocs 
tribe, mentioning the name of that mem- 
ber as Tom James. 

I wish to take the earliest opportunity 
of stating that Tom James is not a 
member of the Songhces tribe, and has 
only been permitted by the good will of 
tho Songhees of residing on tho resorvo 
at all. That, therefore, he cannot bo a 
momber of the Songhees, and any state- 
ments coming from him are simply made 
without authority and without any in- 
structions whatsoever from tho members 
of tho Songhees. 

Cortaln statements have been made 
by him, damaging to tho Songheos tribe, 
and I wish to place on record my disap- 
proval, and, through ma on behalf of the 
Songheos. of these unwarranted state- 
ments, which have been made and which 
are not In the best interests of the 
Songheos. 

That in tho so-called meeting of the 
Association of Indians, to bo held at 
Vancouver on the 30th August, this in 
no way can include tho Songhees, as 
they wore not present nor represented at 
tho meeting.

Expert Discourses on Propen- 
sity of Players to Set Up 
Rather High Standard— Also 
About the Caddie 



• • 

A few observations on the 200-yard 
golf drive was recently published by 
tho New York Sun. In view of the fact 
that there are many enthusiasts in 
Victoria they will be of Interest here. 
The article follows: 

Since 200 yards has by general con- 
sent been accepted as ten standard 
distance for a long golf drive, the 
numerous players who in happy hon- 
esty hollovo they averago that length 
o'f drive, but who seldom rap tho lit- 
tle ball out more than 150 yards, of- 
fer a problem in mental phenomena. 

Staid gentlemen doggedly attached 
to truth in all other important affairs 
of life, who under favoring conditions 
of wind and fair green nover drive ft 
golf ball more than 165 J'ards, will 
assort with touching faith In their 
own words that playing up to the sev- 
enth hole or down to the third, as the 
case may be, they got a "screamer" 
which was nothing short of 200 yards 
— probably a shade over!. 

None of the many mysteries o'f 
golf more deserves examination than 
this persistent error. Those who enter 
upon tho investigation will find tho 
caddlo. an Interesting obstacle to the 
search for correct data. Not that the 
typical caddie shares hi his patron's 
delusion; he knows about to a yard 
how far the hall has beon driven, but 
it is to his Interest to foster rather 
than dispel the delusion. When tho 
golfer stands over his ball as It lies 
and exults eloquently that It is 200 
yards if an inch from the tee, tho 
caddie knows that he can point to tho 
150 yard stake near by- as evidence 
to tho contrary, and that If he does so 
ho ha Is- depriving himself of a tip; 
yet tho sordid motive nlono Is not re- 
sponsible 'for the caddie's calculating 
glance between tee and ball as he says: 
"If ever a ball got a ride of two hun- 
dred' and ten yards, boss, that's tho 
ball." Good fellowship, loyalty, a de- 
sire to discourage the other fellow 
are potent Incentives to the caddie's 
expressed Judgment. 

The investigator will also find his 
path besot with difficulties as ho 
seeks data In the nineteenth hole, that 
haven of rest, of easy chairs, atten- 
tive, waiters and inspiring beverages. 
For it Is a fact that men who ordin- 
arily glvo critical examination to 
even casual and unessential state- 
ments In their offices, or even by their 
own fireside, accept, in the nine- 
teenth hole, as demonstrated fact, a 
•follow golfer's statement as to the 
length of a drive, 

• : In proportion to number, no more 
golfers drive 200 yards than sprinters 
do. their hundred yards In ten seconds. 
But the truth -about the ten -.seconds, 



sprinters has long been recorded; tha 
stop watch has dispelled that old de- 
lusion, disclosed the real and disposed 
of tho unreal. But who has dared, or 
ever will dare, to lay the cynical tape, 
the unromantic yard stick on tho 200- 
yard drive misconception? Nobody, 
while mercy lasts'. 

"The pleusures of golfers are many, 
and perhaps its sweetest boon is tho 
prlvilego which a player enjoys un- 
challenged to exalt tho prowess that 
is a delusion or Illusion."

LAYING THE CABLE 

In a recent life of Lord Kolvln. 
Prof. Sllvanus P. Thompson recounts 
an incident which took, placo' during 
the laying of . the Atlantic cable, "and 
which goes, to show that the life of 
tho man of science, quiet although 
it may appear .to an outsider, may 
contain moments of as great an inten- 
sity of excitement as any experienced 
by tho adventurer in unknown lands. 
On board the Agamemnon was Lord 
Kelvin, then William Thomson, with 
part of the great cable. On board tho 
Niagara was the rest. The two ships 
had spliced tho ends of the cable and 
were paying out as they steamed 
away from each other. 

We had signaled to the Niagara, — 
so wrote a junior member of tho elec- 
trical staff, — "Forty miles submerg- 
ed," and she was just beginning her 
acknowledgment when suddenly, at 
ten o'clock at night, communication 
ceased. 

According, to orders, those on duty 
sent at once for Doctor Thomson. Ho 
came in a fearful state of excitement. 
Ills hand shook so much that he could 
scarcely adjust his eyeglass. Tho 
veins on his forehead wero swollen 
and his fnco was deadly pale. 

After consulting his marine galvano- 
meter, he said tho conducting wire 
was broken, but still insulated from 
the water. Ho supposed the fault might 
!le In a suspicious portion 'which had 
been observed in tho main coil. The 
cable was tested on both sides of this 
place, but it was all right there. Tho 
fault was on not board, but between 
the ships. 

There did not seem to be any room 
to hope; but still it was determined 
to keep tho cable slowly going out, 
that all opportunity might be given 
for a resuscitation. 

Tho sceno in and about tho elec- 
trical room was such as I shall never 
forgot. The two clerks on duty, watch- 
ing, with the common anxiety depict- 
ed on their faces; Doctor Thomson, In 
a fever of nervous excitement, yet in 
mind -clear and collected, testing and 
waiting, with & half-despairing look 
for the result; Mr. Bright, standing 
like a boy caught in fault, his lips and 
cheeks smeared with tar, biting his 
nails as If in a puzzle, and looking 
to tho professor for advice. 

Behind in tho darker part of tho 
room, stood several officers of tho 
ship. Round the door crowded the 
sailors of the watch, peeping over 
each others' shoulders at the myster- 
ies, and shouting, "Gangway!" when 
any one of importance wished to enter. 
Such a - scene was never witnessed 
save by the bedside of the dying. 

Still- the cable went slowly out, 
while in tho hojd they were resplicing 
tho suspected section. All at once tho 
galvanometer indicated a complete 
breaking in tho water. We all made 
the dread Interpretation, and looked 
at each other in silence, suddenly 
someone sang out, "Hello! The spot 
has gone up to forty degrees!" The 
clerk at tho ordinary instrument -bolt- 
ed right out' of the room, scarcely 
knowing Where he went for Joy, ran 
to the poop, and orlod out, "Mr. Thom- 
son, the cable's all right! Wo got a 
signal from the Niagara!" 

Never was more anxiety compressed 
into such a space. It lasted exactly 
one hotir and a half, but it did not 
seem . to- us a third oft that time.i. •■

The object Is the 
Improvement of commercial and agri- 
cultural conditions and the investiga- 
tion of such other matters as will be 
for the general advancement of the 
entire district. To accomplish this 
each municipality has organized a 
board within its own area. When In 
thorough working order Mr. Wade has 
a scheme under project for closer in- 
tercommunication and connection for 
the interests of the entire Valley. 

The draft agreement between the 
corporation of Point Grey and the B. 
C, Electric Railway Co., Btd. provides 
for the construction, operation and 
maintenance of an electric tramway 
system throughout the district lying 
south and west of Vancouver, is now 
In the hands nf the municipal solici- 
tor, who Is preparing' a bylaw to be 
submitted to the ratepayers shortly 
authorizing the council to complete 
and execute the agreement on behalf 
of the municipality. For 'forty years 
the company is given the power to 
build and operate a single or doublc- 
'tnack overhead wire, electric street 
railway or tramway with all necessary 
switches, sidings, poles and appllnncos 
upon all or any nf the streets In Point 
Grey, on condition that all the pro- 
visions of the agreement be observed.

PARIS, June 22.— With heroic reso- 
lution the wives of several hundred 
striking quurrymen at Mory-sur-Olse 
placed their babies on the railway 
track to prevent the removal of some 
trucks. The expedient was certainly 
a novel one, and was used with pa- 
thetic effect. A strike among the 
quarrymen has been going on for some 
time. All work had ceased for a week, 
and the dispute was s o serious that 
the owners of the quarries refused lo 
have any more interviews with the 
strikers until work was resumed. A 
report went around that a number of 
trucks loaded with building stone, 
which had been standing idle fnr a 
week, were to he hauled away. A lo- 
comotive, in fact, was waiting at the 
station. A crowd of 200 strikors pro- 
ceeded to the siding and the railway 
station, and sat on the rails. Their 
wives soon followed them, some car- 
rying their babies In their arms and 
others wheeling them along in peram- 
bulators. 

The locomotive whistled for the 
road to be cleared, and started to 
move. The women took their babies 
and placed them on the track. "Dare 
to run over thorn!" they shouted, and 
screamed to the driver of the loco- 
motive. The engine came along slowly 
puffing and blowing out the steam like 
a big monster. The . women never 



flinched as it came nearer and nearer. 
They Knew that the cnglnser would 
not dare to crush the infants. The 
engineer looked on quietly, but he did 
not dare. When the engine had come 
to within a few yards of the babes 
he thought it had gone far enough, 
and the engine stopped and blew off 
steam harmlessly. A squad of pollce- 
^ien and some station employees par- 
leyed with the strikers and their 
wives, but it was of no use. 

Batcr the situation became riotous 
at Mery. The strikers smashed the 
machinery at several quarries, about 
100 gendarmes were unable to hold 
them in check, and the brakes on the 
railway trucks were put out of gear. 
When the gendarmes approached the 
strikers their wives resorted to their 
previous stratagem, and threw them- 
selves on the road with their chil- 
dren. A regular skirmish took place 
at an embankment between gendarmes 
and strikers, the latter hurling showers 
of stones and Iron scraps. A gen- 
darme was badly wounded, and had to 
be conveyed to the hospital.

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An Indian Tltlo— V/uat It Is. 

Sir: — At the risk or becoming tiro- 
some to your readers, I wish again to 
rofer to the question of Indian titles, 
because there seems lo be a good den! 
of misconception as to what the term 
implies. I must try and make my mean- 
ing clearer, and fortunately tor my pur- 
pose, Dr. Campbell In his letter lias fur- 
nished valuable assistance by presenting 
a complete negation of my promises. 
The doctor takes a very common view of 
the Indians' status In tho community, 
that it is what it is by acts of grace on 
tho part of the government, that the In- 
dian exists us ho does by "favor," that 
the efforts in ids behalf have been in- 
spired by a spirit of Christian charity, 
liberality and klndheartedness,- not of 
constitutional requirement. In other 
words, the natlvo reilman of this prov- 
ince, nominally at least a British sub- 
ject, has no locus standi to speak of — a 
species of human animal, which the mis- 
sionaries have made tame anil to bohic 
extent useful, and which we keep on re- 
serves, on account of which tho same 
animal should bo truly thankful and look 
happy. To follow out this reasoning to 
its logicul conclusion, if it were not for 
this Christian interest in tho Indians' 
welfare we might legally and constitu- 
tionally, and in the same frame of mind 
as a bailiff evicts a tenant, without vio- 
lence to his conscience, drive him from 
tho country, for, mark you, an Indian has 
not a legal tltlo to an inch of soil In tho 
Whole province. In the eyes of the law 
ha Is n tresspasser, without even the 
right to sit on a rock and fish. I say 
this without prejudice to Dr. Campbell, 
for whom I have the highest regard, and 
whose virtues I would gladly possess — 
but ho evidently wrote without thought 
to Whoro his words would lead. 

If Dr. Campbell be right, there Is no' 
KUOh thing ns an Indian tltlo in any 
n«nso of tho word. If lie bo wrong, 
thou thero is such a thing.. Unfortun- 
ately tho term "Indian tltlo" becomes 
confused In our minds with the ordinary 
white man's idea of a title, and in a 
country whom real estate Is so ascend- 
ant, it Is little wonder we cannot easily 
Kut rid of it. (I do not mean of tho real 
nstute.) When you and Br. Campbell 
uuy that tho Indian lias no title to land 
■is we have titles, and nqvor had, and 
that he does not own a foot In the sense 
that we own it, and nevor did In all his- 
tory, you arc right. Indian Title (and 
- it sltfiuld ho printed with two capital 
letters) is quile another tiling. For 
want of a hotter definition, it may bo. 
described as tho hereditary remnant of 
sovereign rights in a territory of an- 
cestors, an undefined equity in tho pub- 
lic lands within tribal areas. It has no 
exact equivalent in dollars and cents, 
hut Is real and substantial, as I shall 
liopo to explain. 

Hero Is a territory, now called British 
Columbia, at one time exclusively occu- 



pied, and in the aggregate possessed, by 
Indians. It is their land, In the way a 
.Scotsman speaks of Scotland, their 
actual home, their ancestral abode. 
Along come the. British and lay hands 
on the land according to unwritten laws 
o f acquiring sovereignty over now 
countries, without as much as "If you 
please" to the natives, who give tacit 
consent, not knowing much about it. 
and without being very well able to htlp 
themselves If they did know. The 
country Is taken over In the name of Ills 
Majesty. In whom forever after the lands 
the lands of the country vest. Hence- 
forth, not a foot belongs to the natives 
to sell or otherwise dispose of. The 
sovereign alono can give title. Beforo 
that tho red men wero supremo and 
alone; they fished and hunted and built 
villages, they waged war. After the 
English came, according to Dr. Camp- 
bell, they had no rights except what the 
English chose to allow them, by favor 
and the stlrrlnffs of a Christian spirit 
It was a case of losing what they were 
not strong enough to keep- — a case of the 
strong robbing tho weak of what had 
been tho latter's from time immemorial. 
Dr. Campbell did not Intend to subscribe 
to that doctrine. If a bad, wicked doc- 
trine, then they must have had rights — 
inalienable, prior, legal and constitu- 
tional, not of "favor," or extended in a 
spirit of Christian sympathy, but real 
rights. What wore those rights? What- 
ever they were, they constituted the In- 
dian Title — the right to live In the coun- 
try, hunt, fish, etc, with all that implies. 

It lr not premised here that tho In- 
dians were to stand in the way of tho 
development of a great continent. All 
tho same, they had rights. Science is 
groat, but you may not kill men to ad- 
vunco its cause. We are told they still 
have the right to hunt and fish and live, 
Dot us see. without an Indian Title, what 
could happen. Assuming that every foot 
of British Columbia were tillable and 
saleable, and the crown had gone on and 
sold It bit by bit, section by section, un- 
til tin; whole were disposed of, where, in 
very familiar parlance, would the Indian 
gel. off at? Certainly pot on dry land. 
It matters little for present purposes In 
discussing natlvo rights, what the 
French did in Nova Scotia, the Spaniards 
in Peru, of Julius Caesar In "all Gaul.'' 
Wo are dealing with acts of more en- 
lightened times. 

So, the governments of Canada and tho 
United States, recognizing this natural 
right, we call the Indian Title, of these 
peoples In their native and ancestral 
lands, came to them and said: "We know 
that your forefathers occupied those 
lands for ages in tho past; you had 
rights here before wo came; you must 
have places whereon to build your houses 
and pitch your tents, you live by fishing 
or by the chase. We want you to live a 
contented and plenteous life as subjects 
of tho great white fathers of our coun- 
tries. Wo recognize your ancient rights; 
but you are few and we are ninny, Wo 
want land for ourselves and our children 
and for those who come among us from 
over tho sea, of whom they will bo ns 
numerous as Its sands. Thero is room 
for all. In return for your ancient 
rights in regard to our wide domains, 



wo will give you acres sufficient of tho 
best for your own and tho use of those 
who come after you forovor. You shall 
have the right to hunt over the lands 
not occupied, and fish in the rivers as 
of yore; but a time will quickly come 
when thero will be no more public lands 
and game will have departed. You must 
then live as white men do, by the fruits 
of the soil. Wo will give you seed and 
implements and instruct you In their 
use. Wo will send among you men to 
teach you as white men are taught, that 
you may become great as they. Our of 
our bounteous stores of food and clothes 
It shall be so provided that you 'may 
nover, ns of old, perish In winter of cold, 
or starve to death in time of famine." 
So, after solemn pow-wows and pipings 
of peace, all of those things were agreed 
to, and solemn treaties were entered in- 
to, the faith of king and president to 
their fulfilment being pledged for all 
time to come. Thus was enacted tho 
extinguishment of the Indian Tltlo. It 
was not carried out In the full by any 
means. It was only effected late in llfo. 
It was a just principle applied very 
much in the rough. Tho point Is that 
both nations recognized and applied It 
eventually. 

A natural right Is a legal and constitu- 
tional right. What is right, or presumed 
to bo, Is the basis of tho common law of 
tho land, the law of equity is only tin; 
mandate of Justice, constitutional law Is 
but a bunch of maxims about things .de- 
cided to bo right. The Indian Tltlo be- 
ing the mainstay of ancient rights is un- 
questionably tho law of tho land and a 
peg in our constitutional framework. 
Bringing this lo a focus, It takes two 
contracting parties to malm a treaty, 
which is the constitutional method of 
extinguishment, and if the Nans Indians 
can establish beyond cavil that the re- 
serves as laid out were not accepted In 
lien of ancient rights, which they con- 
tinued to exercise without restraint, and 
they wero not consulted as to the loca- 
tion of tho reserves, then I say again, a 
big and Important question has been 
opened up. An Indian Title representing 
an equity in public land in theory, should 
bo quieted before I he land | w alienated. 
The responsibility, of course, of making 
definitive treaties with tho Indian tribes 
of this province belonged, in tho first In- 
stance, to tho Imperial authorities In old 
crown colony days, and, In tho second 
place, to tho Dominion authorities after 
British Columbia entered confederation.

Well Known Victoria Sealing 
Schooner Abandoned by Her 
Crew After Striking on Green 
Island in Dixon Entrace 

ACCIDENT OCCURRED 

DURING FINE WEATHER 



Vessel Was Afterward Floated 
by Some , Launches From 
Prince Rupert — Sealer Was 
Formerly the Str. Rainbow 



Where the steamer Bristol went 
down with Captain Mcintyre ana seven 
others, and the barge Quastjno left her 
hones, the sealing schooner Eva Maria, 
the only three-master in the scaling 
fleet, went ashore on Tuesday night 
soon after leaving Prinqo Rupert 
hound to Bering sen, In a calm and 
with scarcely a breath of wind. She 
was afterward flooded and taJsen to 
trince Rupert. The crew Of thirty, 
mostly Indians, abandoned tho schoon- 
er and made Prince " Rupert without 
difficulty In the two boats and ten 
canoes carried by the vessel. Mean- 
while Captain Victor Jaeobson, owner 
of the Eva Marie, who left her but a 
day before at Prince Rupert to take 
passage home to Victoria fs on his Wa Jr 
here on the steamer Princess Beatrice, 
ignorant of the accident to his VS333]. 

Some launches went from Princo 
Rupert yesterday and succeeded in 
getting the selling schooner afloat at 
high water and towed her to Princo 
Rupert. 

Caption Lump, who was in command 
of the schooner went out earlier in tho 
season on the little schooner Western- 
slope, but she never got further than 
SooUe. There tho men dasorted gradu- 
ally and the voyage was abandoned. 
Captain Lomp was also In command of 
the little schooner Ella G when she 
was wrecked. on one of the islands of 
the Santa Barbara group off the south- 
ern California coast a year or two ago. 
Hans Blakstad, mate, is a brother of 
Captain Jens Blakstad of the schooner 
Thomas F. Bayard, 

The Eva Marie left Victoria in 
March and put into Jodway a week or 
two ago to land 155 sealskins In addi- 
tion to 65 previously landed. The Eva 
Marie was one of the fleet of six Vic- 
toria sealers which has gone out this 
season and luniteO off the southern 
coast following the seal herds until tho 
close of the spring season. She called 
at Jed way to land her spring catch and 
refit and afterward put into Prince Ru- 
pert, where stores were taken on board 
for the trip to Boring sea. Captain 
Victor Jacobson, the owner, decided to 
come home when the vessel left for 
the northern hunting grounds to drift 
ashore at Green island, where all hands 
abondoned her as a wreck. 

The Old Rainbow. 

The Eva Mario before being convert- 
ed into a sealing .schooner by Captain 
Victor Jaeobsen was the old C. P. N. 
Co.'s steamer Rainbow, formerly Teas- 
er, the hull being sold to the "sealers 
after the engines were removed. She 
was built by the late Captain "William 
vice, being launched at Victoria in 
Moore for the New Westminster scr- 
1884. A year after she. was placed in 
service Captain Moore became financi- 
ally involved and there wore libels 
pending against the Teaser when she 
steamed away from them, bound across 
the Pacific to Petropavlosk. As the 
vessel was, however, obliged to stop 
lor fuel, Deputy Sheriff Cuthbert who 
was sent In pursuit to seize her, over- 
hauled the Teaser at Tongas and 
brought her back to Victoria, where 
she was sold at mortgagee's sale in 
1S80. She was brought in by Captain 
G. W. Cavin for $5,000. In 1SS7 the 
steamer returned to service, re- 
chrlstencd as the Rainbow. She was 
lengthened 21 feet, and later was 
bought by the C. p. R. Co., being op- 
erated until the C, J'. F». took over the 
fleet, when the engines were taken out 
of the vessel and the hull was sold, 
being hought-by Captain Jaeobsen and 
converted into a scaler. 

Captain Victor Jaeobsen, owner of 
the wrecked Eva Marie, has long been 
a resident of Victoria, lie has been 
sealing successfully for about thirty 
years. He formerly owned the schoon- 
er Minnie, which was seized by the 
United States government. 

Green Island, n scene of the loss of 
the Eva Mario, is in Dixon entrance, 
on the west shore of Chatham sound, 
about a mile and a half from North 
Dundas Island, and is in two hum- 
mocks, lying close oust and west of 
each other, joined by a low shingle 
beach. The eastern hummock Is 40 
feet high, the western ono 20 feet, cov- 
ered with grass in summer. Since the 
disaster to the steamer Bristol, a col- 
lier bound north with coal, nine: or ten 
years ago, a litf'it has been maintained 
on tho island.

The steamer Bertha went to Lowe In- 
let yesterday morning and took off the 
passengers of the Humboldt and pro- 
ceeded north with them. The Hum- 
boldt will be towed to Seattle for re- 
pairs. 




Prince Yamagata, Head of War 
Party at Outs With Premier 
Marquis Katsura Over Pro- 
posed Naval Increase 



News was brought from Tokyo by 
thc steamer Tamba Marti that a crisis 
Is impending in the .Japanese cabinet 
over a dispute between Prince Yama- 
gata, head of the military party and 
Premier Marquis Katsura with regard 
to the premier's proposed policy for 
naval increment. This question will 
overshadow nil others at the next ses- 
sion of the diet. 

Much excitement was caused 111 To- 
kyo shortly before the Tamba Maru 
sailed over tho arrest of the Socialist 
party's leader, Kotoku Donjlro, and six 
associates on the charge of manufac- 
turing infernal machines. The factory 
was located at an old temple in ihc 
hills in Shlnshui, The Japanese an- 
archists are alleged to have been plot- 
ting a number of assassinations by 
moans of Internal machines, but the na- 
ture of the plots Is Kept secret by the 
police. The men arrested arc all promi- 
nent In Japanese life, ICotuku being 
formerly a prominent Tokyo newspa- 
per editor. 

News was brought that a law will 
shortly be promulgated by the Japa- 
nese government governing tho prop- 
erty of the Emperor, and Imperial 
Household, the aggregate value of 
which is given as 5250,000,000, It in- 
cludes many thousands of shares in 
many Japanese enterprises, banks, etc. 
In tho feudal days of less than half a 
century ago the Imperial income was 
100,000 koku (about • half a minion 
bushels) of rice. • -

Australian Mail service between Brit- 
ish Columbia and Puget Sound ports 
and New Zealand and Australia; Lieut. 
Col, H. Pearson and wife, who have 
been touring in the Grlent; Rev. ('•. M. 
Ross, a Presbyterian missionary from 
Hwalchlng-fu, in northwest Honan, 
and wife and family; S. Murata, newly 
appointed financial agent of the Osaka 
Sliosen Kalsha.- who will replace Mr. 
Fukao at Tacoma; W. W. Salyard and 

G. B. Cappean,;L«U borers, who have 
been at work in„Burm'ah for the Brit-

Japanese and two Russians and three 
Hindus. 

Nippon Yusen Kaisha 

Mr. A. S. Mihara, of the Nippon 
Yusen Kaisha, said that no changes 
were contemplated at present in the 
Japaneso line, but should business of- 
fer to warrant it the company would 
readily consider improvements. The 
seml-arinuul meeting had recently been 
held and a dividend of ten per cent., 
as during the last half year, had been 
authorized. The company would have 
provided another two per cent., but 
decided to carry over that amount In 
stead. Whereas last year the amount 
carried forward was 170.000 yen, this 
year 8(50 yen had been carried forward. 
Business seemed to be increasing east- 
bound. The boycott which maintained 
so long in South China against Jap- 
anese vessels is over and Chinese had 
resumed travel and shipping by Jap- 
anese vesels. The tea crop seemed 
favorable, hut was somewhat later this 
year. Last year much tea had been 
held awing to dealers holding for a 
higher price and there was not as muc h 
shipping yet ns anticipated owing to 
importers refusing to pay the prices 
anticipated. Tho silk crop is about 
ten per cent. In excess of that of last 
year and finds. a ready market, every 
eastbound steamer carrying a consign- 
ment. 

Missionary Returns 

Mr. floss, who came from the great 
Chinese province of -Honan, with his 
wife and family, returning after spend- 
ing seven years In mlslonary work 
there, said that considerable develop- 
ment was going on there. At Chlan- 
tao. close to his station, the Peking 
syndicate Was developing a coal mine 
In which forty Europeans and 1,000 
coolies were Vniployed, coal being 
shiped near and far. Honan is the 
richest of China's provinces he said, 
A geologist, who recently made exam- 
inations there, stated that, tile province 
possessed sufficient con] to supply the 
world for 2.000 years. It Is n most 
fertile country, two crops a year being 
taken, and immense areas of bamboo 
were there. Rev. Mr. Ross did not' 
think I hat there would he much trouble 
in that district, The upr*<»!ngs in 
China today, he said, mostly have 
their origin 'in failure of crops and in 
rioting against the "squeeze" of the 
officials on rice, china is progressing 
quickly, and Rev. Mr. Ross said he had 
no doubt hiit thai the progress would 
be op as quick, and on n much greater 
scale, than that of Japan. 

Mr. Howard ytmllh. head or the 
Howard Smith Steamship Company, 
declined to make any statement re- 
garding his visit, slating that he 'Was 
travelling for pleasure only and couh.l 
not say what developments, If any. 
were Intended in the service of his line 
toward North Pacific ports. The com- 
pany supplied some steamers to tho 
Australian Mall line, operated under 
arrangement , with the Weir line. 
Burmah Oil Fields 

Messrs. Salyard and Cappeau, who 
have been boring for oil in Burmah 
said that the district from which they 
came In Northwest Burmah contained 
hundreds of wells and was a. grunt oil 
country. A new field has been opened 
in the vicinity and the British syndl-, 
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cate largely interested In the country 
Is extending its scope to that field. The' 
oil-borers journeyed to the Irrlwaddy 
from the oil district, and came to Ran- 
goon, from where they took passage to 
Hongkong.

Front Vladivostok reports were re- 
ceived of the killing of some Japan-' 
csc, some telegrams giving the num- 
ber as two, others as twenty, by sail- 
ors of Russian patrol cruisers during 
a fracas over collection of taxes at a 
fishing station leased from Russia by 
Japanese near the mouth of the 
Samarlnskl in Tartary Straits, about 
450 miles from Vladivostok. No de- 
tails were received.

We understand that, searching In- 
quiries have been made in this country 
by Ihc solicitor to the hoard of trade, and 
that plans of the construction of the 
vessel have received close attention of 
persons well qualified for the task, act- 
ing under Instructions from t.hc Comp- 
I roller-General of Customs. The Federal 
crown solicitor has held Inquiries on he 
half of the British hoard of trade nt Syd- 
ney. Melbourne, and Adelaide. Careful 
investigation has also been made at Port 
Natal, the last port at which ' the Wor- 
atah. colled, Though advices respecting 
these commissions have now readied this 
country, It seems probable at present 
that a few weeks most elapse before the 
main Inquiry takes place.
